concerning the DSB (Danish State Railroad)

He says there are three different DSB Per- 
fins, as illustrated below: 


Leif points out that the Danish state's 
first railway was taken over in 1867 from 
a private railroad which had opened the 
first line in 1862. DSB issued their first 
railway freight stamps in 1875, and Perfins 
can be found on both DSB and private rail- 
way freight stamps.
